The  y ear  itself  wag  dramatic,  in  30  far 
as  it  saw  the  termination  of  active  hostilities  in  "both 
Surope  and  Asia,  and  a  partial  lifting  of  restrictions 
and  prohibitions  which  had  for  five  years  cloked  and 
overshadowed  the  work  of  your  Officers  and  Staff, 


Muring  the  whole  period  of  hostilities , 
the  port  was  virtually  in  the  hands  of  the  Admiralty 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  Port  Emergency  Committee, 

A  good  volume  of  coastal  trade  was 
maintained  during  the  war  years,  but  for  a  period  little 
foreign  trade  arrived.  Convoys  were  the  order  of  the  day, 
and  these  from  Tyne  proceeded  either  north  abon&u&r  south 
within  the  protection,  of  the  mine  belt  to  dispersal  or 
concentra tion  points. 


Ships  arriving  in  convoys  previously 
stopped  at  dispersal  points  at  Loch  Ewe  and  at  Methil 
before  arriving  at  Tyne, 


Generally  speaking,  the  Tyne  became  a 
vast  naval  base,  and  a  huge  building  and  repairing  yard, 
where  crippled  ships  were  serviced  and  passed  back  at 
high  pressure. 

Many  vessels  lie  off  the  Tyne,  having 
failed  to  reach  port  after  enemy  action  had  crippled  them. 

Considering  the  activity  in  respect  of 
ship  building  and  repairing,  the  port  suffered  very  little 
serious  damage  from  the  frequent  air  raids  it  endured  - 
this  being  espeeiajl&y  remarkable  in  the  busy  repairing 
areas  of  the  harbour  boroughs  where  most  enemy  activity 
was  endured. 

The  repair  of  vessels  necessitating 
prolonged  stay  caused  a  very  great  strain  on  the  berthing 
facilities  of  the  river,  and  occasioned  many  a  headaohe 
for  the  Harbour  Master  and  his  Staff, 


This  was  reflected  in  our  own  work,  by 
great  difficulty  in  securing  berths  for  de -inf es tation 
.and  fumigation  purposes,  and  in  certain  cases  relaxation 
of  regulations  in  this  respect  had  to  be  practised. 
Miversion  to  other  ports  for  fumigation,  whilst  not  eyed 
favourably,  could  not  always  be  avoided. 


In  these/ 


In  these  circumstances,  it  speaks  well  for  the 
restraint  employed  and  the  go -operative  spirit 
engerijered,  that  amicable  relations  between  the  Nave-1 
Authorities,  Port  Health  and  Harbour  Master’s  Staff 
were  maintained  at  a  high  level. 

The  number  of  vessels  arriving  during  the  war 
years,  exclusive  of  naval  craft,  kept  up  a  remarkable 
steady  average  of  between  3 >5^0  -  3 ,700  per  year. 

With  cessation,  of  European  hostilities,  a  jump  in 
arrivals  was  experienced,  the  wartime  average  "being 
maintained  until  May  (V.E.  Bay)  and  a  considerable 
increase  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

During  the  whole  period  under  review  from  1939, 
no  caee  of  major  infection  occurred  at  the  Port. 
Supervision  had  to  be  very  keen  and  precautionary 
measures  very  comprehensive  in  their  scope. 

Pood  inspection  was  necessarily  reduced  in 
extent  by  the  meagre  nature  of  the  imports,  but 
considerable  fumigation  of  food  ships  and  cargoes  by 
heavy  concentration  of  H.C.N.  was  practised  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Pest  Control  Department  of 
the  Ministry  of  Pood,  which  has  taken  over  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  this  aspect  of  aotivitiea. 

Considerable  ourtailment  of  staff,  consequent 
on  the  policy  of  releasing  every  possible  member  for 
more  active  work  and  service  in  the  Armed  Porces, 

(most  of  your  inspectors  were  in  possession  of  Mas  ter 1  a 
Certificates)  threw  a  great  strain  on  the  few  remaining 
members  who  contended  with  difficulties,  discomfort  and 
dangers,  in. -a,. highly  commendable  manner. 

I  wish  personally  to  thank  them  oordially  for 
their  constant  .qupportr&nd  good  work. 

You  also,  by  your  attitude  of  sympathetic 
consideration  to  their  difficulties  and  the  personal 
comfort  of  your  Staff,  have  contributed  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  success  of  the  work  of  your  officers.

The  close  of  1959  saw  great  activities  among  foreign 
business  men  and  visitors  arriving  in  this  country  from  the 
Continent,  anxious  to  get  to  their  homes  before  the  war 
definitely  got  under  way,  and  a  considerable'  number  of  these 
arrived  at  Tyne  via  the  still  open  Scandanavian  ports.  By 
1940,  this  traffic  had  declined  considerably,  and  was 
replaced  by  streams  of  refugees  from  Poland  etc.,  who  had  made 
their  way  by  Finland,  Sweden  and  then  to  Norwa  y.

trickle  of  Scandanavian  traffic 
persisted,  until  the  entry  of  Norway  into  the  sphere  of 
hostilities.  From  this  time,  passenger  traffic  as  such,  could 
be  deemed  at  an  end  for  many  years,  until  the  middle  of  1945, 
when  a  skeleton  service  was  established  along  mine  swept 
channels,  striking  this  country  about  the  level  of  the  Moray 
Firth,  and  then  proceeding  coastwise  to  the  Tyne . 

The  number  of  passengers  dealt  with  during  1944  was 
62;  1945  figure  was  3,376. 

Further  boats  have  now  established  a  regular  weekly 
service  from  both  Oslo  and  Bergen,  and  are  carrying  upwards 
of  3,400  passengers  per  month.

blTFR  SUPPLY  TO  £  TIPPING. 

A  reasonably  pure  standard  of  water  was  provided 
during  the  war  years  through  the  medium  of  water boats 
plying  for  hire  within  the  port  area. 

The  water boats  are  under  private  ownership,  and 
are  in  most  cases,  long  past  their  fust  youth. 

The  construction  of  these  vessels  is  that  of  a  large 
barge  or  wherry  with  large  wood  lined  water  tanks  served 
by  raised  hatches  and  furnisued  with  long  hoses,  pumps, 
etc.  The  freeboard,  is  very  low,  and  the  gunwale •  and 
hatch  combings  are  too  low  to  give  full  protection  from 
high  washes  *„nd  choppy  -spiver  conditions.  Furthermore, 
inadequate  deck  storage  accommodation  for  hoses,  etc . 
render  the  possibilities  of  contamination  ratner  great. 

Consequently,  great  care  must  be  exercised  by  the 
boats7  crew,  and  constant  supervision  given  by  the  Port 
Health  Officer. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  by  boats  during  war 
years  for  the  purpose  of  drinking,  domestic  and  boiler  use 
can  be  put  down  as  about  170,000  tons;  of  this,  less  than 
mi  is  utilised  for  culinary  and  domestic  use. 

Under  peace  conditions,  the  quantity  required  is 
considerably  greater,  the  percentage  remaining  the  same. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  supply  is  carried  by  the 
same  craft,  no  differentiation  can  be  exercised  as  to 
quality  supplied.  The  quality  has  of  course  to  be  A. I. 
drinking  water,  which  in  view  of  the  increasing  demand  by 
housing  and  industry  in  the  district  for  better  water 
facilities,  imposes  a  further  and  unnecessary  strain  on 
t  he  wa t e  r  e  omp an i e  s . 

The  time  should  certainly  be  approaching,  when  this 
aspect  of  the  port’s  facilities  should  be  taken  over  by 
the  Tyne  Improvement  Commission,  whereby  a  service  of 
more  up-to-date  craft  could  be  introduced,  and  separate 
boats  reserved  for  the  supply  of  boiler  water  alone. 

As  the  service  is,  at  the  present  time,  insistence 
on  chlorination  is  essential  in  every  water-boat. 

There  are  ten  waterboats  available  for  the  supply 
of  fresh  water  to  vessels  at  Tyne.

Whilst  revealing  numerous  instances  of  the 
continuance  of  defects*  vu:ich*  with  improved  supervision 
by  responsible  officers  and  a  responsive  crew*  should 
never  occur*  there  are  indications  in  the  inspections* 
that  Owners  and  Superintendents  are  shoving  a  happier 
spirit  and  a  more  earnest  desire  to  give  satisfactory 
accommodation  to  the  per son el  on  bo^rd. 


The  standard  of  sanitary  arrangements*  messing 
facilities  etc. *  is  definitely  improved  from  what  it 
was  ten  years  ago. 

During  the  war*  the  imposition  of  black-out  on  ships* 
and  the  necessity  for  providing  extra  accommodation  for 
gunners  etc,*  made  very  essential  good  ventilation  of 
cuarters  and  improved  sanitary  conveniences*  'In  order  to 
make  t;„e  overburdened  accommodation  tolerable. 

A  considerable  tonnage  of  old  shipping  escaped  the 
enemy’s  attention*  rather  better  than  did  the  more  modern 
vessels*  so  that  we  arc  still  faced  with  tne  problem* 
chiefly  construe t ur al *  of  adapting  obsolescence  to  modern 
standards .

ACCOMMODATION 


Consideration  of  this  important  matter  was  deferred 
during  the  war  years,  to  toe  deep  regret  of  the  Staff. 

It  remains  a  matter  of  extreme  urgency,  and  must 
receive  every  possible  priority  over  other  questions. 

Conversion  of  existing  buildings  does  not  seem 
possible,  owing  to  the  general  unsuitability  of  all 
premises  so  far  inspected,  and  the  project  of  building 
must  now  be  undertaken  seriously.  Suitable  sites  are 
available  on  either  sides  of  the  river  for  the  erection  •' 
of  a  headquarters,  at  once  in  keeping  with 'the  dignity 
of  the  Authority  and  the  multifarious  duties  of  the  Staff. 

The  limitation  of  present  accommodation  in  respect 
of  space,  overcrowding  and  lack  of  essential  privacy, 
has  become  intolerable,  and  will  be  made  worse  as  more 
■and  more  members  of  the  Staff  return. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  OUTSIDE  AUTHORITIES. 

As  much  of  the  success  of  the  work  of  this  Authority 
depends  on  the  co-op ear tion  which  it  receives  from  outside 
sources,  I  would  wish  to  express  my  keen  appreciation  of 
the  he Id  received.
